Mrs.  Edwards  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1937,  which  has  been  compiled  in  conforniity 
with  Circular  16,70  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 

The  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  for  the  year  remain  at 
practically  the  same  figure  and  the  Birth  Rate  is  still  higher  than 
tlie  Death  Rate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  risen  as  I anticipated  in 
iiiv  last  report,  from  the  low  figure  of  46  per  1,000'  tO'  56.2  per 
1,000  births,  although  we  still  remain  the  third  lowest  in  the 
County  of  Glamorgan. 

Progress  is  being  made  with  the  provision  of  houses  in 
place  of  those  condemned  under  the  Slum  Clearance  schemes, 
and  although  it  is  slower  than  some  of  us  would  like,  yet  look- 
ing back  on  the  last  five  years  the  district  is  the  better  for  what 
has  been  done. 

I have  written  at  some  length  on  the  subject  of  milk,  as 
1 feel  that  the  time  has  come  when  stricter  and  simpler  legislation 
is  due  to  regulate  this  industry 
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We  have  gone  through  a severe  epidemic  of  infectious 
disease^-Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  German 
Measles,  but  we  have  survived,  and  we  have  coped  with  the 
work  reasonably  well. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Councillors  for  their  help  during  the 
year,  and  I hope  their  friendly  interest  in  this  department  will 
continue.

Maternity  Home  Accommodation. 

Accommodation  can  always  be  found  either  in  the  Maesteg 
Home  or  in  Penrhiwtyn. 

Two  cases  were  accommodated  durng  1637  at  the  expense 
of  this  Authority. 

It  is  becoming  noticeable  from  the  notification  of  births 
that  there  is  a strong  desire  on  the  part  of  expectant  mothers 
to  enter  a home  for  their  confinements.  Many  do  this  at  their 
own  expense  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  this  procedure  ought 
to  be  encouraged. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

Investigations  are  being  undertaken  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  any  case  of  maternal  death  upon  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  the  services 
for  investigation  purposes  of  Hr.  Lloyd  Davies  of  Swansea, 
are  available  whenever  special  advice' should  be  required. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  can  now  be  treated  in  the 
Groeswen  Isolation  Hospital.

Small  Pox. 

Cases  of  Small  Pox  cannot  be  isolated  in  the  Old  Isolation 
Hospital  as  it  is  now  dismantled.  No  cases  were  notified  during 
the  year,  nor  has  any  provision  been  made  for  isolation  of  these 
cases. 

Tuberculosis. 

Tliere  are  no'  Sanatoria  or  Tuljerculosis  Hospitals  in  the 
area,  and  these  cases  are  cared  for  by  the  ' Welsh  National 
Memorial. 

Hospital  for  Children. 

There  are  no  hospital  beds  for  children  in  the  area.  The 
Local  Authority  has  power  to  provide  such  beds.  Nor  is  there 
any  provision  made  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  children 
and  homeless  children  in  the  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Infectious  diseases  are  removed  by  a motor-ambulance 
maintained  by  the  Corporation. 

There  are  no.  ambulance  facilities  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents,  but  for  this 
purpose,  a motor-ambulance  is  available  at  the  General  Hospital. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

There  are  at  present  four  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  in  the  area  at  which  consultations  are  held  and  treat- 
ment of  simple  ailments  are  carried  out.  Dental  treatment  for 
children  below  school  age  is  now  carried  out  by  the  School 
Dentist  at  the  Taibach  Clinic. 

Taibaich  Centre. 

Held  weekly  at  the  Health  Offices ; is  well  equipped  with  a 
large  waiting  room,  weighing  room  and  consulting  room,  proper- 
ly heated. 

Aberavon  Centre. 

Held  fortnightly  in  a Chapel  Vestry  and  no'  facilities  as  far 
as  equipment  are  concerned,  are  available.  Tlie  consultation 
roorri  is  reached  by  climbing  a steep  flight  of  stairs. 
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Cwmavon  Centre. 

The  new  building  is  decidedly  more  convenient  and  comfort- 
able to'  work  in  than  the  previous  building. 

In  addition  to  Infant  Welfare  work,  dental  treatment  is 
carried  out  for  school  children  and  expectant  mothers,  and 
children  under  school  age. 

Bryn  Centre 

Held  monthly — is  held  in  the  C.M.  Vestry.  A portion 
is  screened  off  to  act  as  a consulting  room,  the  screens  and  the 
examination  couch  being  kept  on  the  premises. 


ANTE=NATAL  AND  BIRTH  CONTROL  CLINICS. 
Ante=Natal  Clinic. 

This  was  opened  at  the  end  of  September,  1934  and  held 
in  the  Taibach  Clinic  fortnightly.  Dr.  Sybil  Morgan,  Llan- 
trisant,  is  in  attendance.  There  was  an  average  attendance 
of  16.5  per  session,  and  if  this  attendance  increases  as  it  is  doing 
this  clinic  will  have  to  be  held  weekly. 

A monthly  session  is  to  be  held  in  the  Cwmavon  Clinic 
in  addition  to  the  Clinic  in  Taibach. 

Birth  Control  Clinic. 

This  was  op-ened  at  the  same  time  as  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
in  the  same  premises  and  also'  held  fortnightly,  but  during  the 
morning  session  and  under  the  same  Medical  Officer.

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There  are  very  many  small  sources  of  water  used  which  arC 
too  near  the  town  to  be  safe  from,  contarnination,  and  if  the 
Borough  Engineer  can  find  some  means  of  dispensing  with  these 
the  water  supply  will  become  safer. 

Our  storage  capacity  is  insufficient  to  carry  us  through  a 
serious  drought  and  it  must  be  reiterated  that  sand  filtration 
ought  to  be  undertaken.

The  consideration  of  the  provision  of  a new  slaughter  -house 
has  again  been  brought  before  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  the 
materialisation  of  this  project  is  decidedly  more  hopeful. 

The  private  slaughter-houses  are  so  scattered  that  the 
inspection  of  them  throws  heavy  demands  upon  the  Inspectors’ 
time  and  it  is  obvious  that  really  strict  meat  inspection  cannot 
be  carried  out  as  it  ought  to  be  under  such  conditions. 
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DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

The  O'lily  facilities  for  disinfection  are  in  the  Boi'ough  Fever 
Hospital. 

The  clothing,  etc.,  of  infectious  cases  is  taken  up  to  be 
disinfected  and  premises  from  which  cases  have  been  removed 
are  disinfected  by  means  of  a formalin  lamp. 

When  a child  contracts  any  infectious  disease  he  is  isolated, 
the  Head  Teacher  notified,  and  all  contacts  excluded  if  necessary 


HOUSING. 

During  1937,  203  houses  were  built  in  the  area  by  private 
enterprise  and  18]  by  the  Local  Authority. 

During  1937,  10  Clearance  Orders  were  made  by  the  Council 
which  were  subseciuently  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  43  houses  ordered  to  be  demolished  as  individual  unfit 
houses  and  oi:e  house  to  be  closed  by  an  undertaking.

During  the  year,  97  houses  have  been  re-conditioned  under 
the  Housing  Acts. 

Up  tO'  this  point,  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  has  l>een 
dealing  with  the  houses  in  the  more  congested  part  of  the 
Borough,  and  the  worst  of  the  houses  will  now  have  come  under 
consideration  with  the  appropriate  result — namely  demolition. 

There  are  many  cottages  in  the  rural  part  of  this  area  which 
are  now  being  dealt  with,  but  as  this  matter  is  at  the  moment 
“sub  judice”  one  must  refrain  from  comment. 

This  Borough’s  housing  conditions  have  already  been 
vastly  improved  as  a result  of  the  Slum  Clearance  activities, 
and' when  the  five  years’  programme  has  been  completed,  the 
working-classes  will  be  infinitely  better  housed,  and  it  is 
reasonably  to  assume,  will  be  healthier  and  happier.

Conditions  of  overcrowding  still  obtain  in  5 per  cent,  of 
the  houses  in  this  Borough  and  that  in  spite  of  some  amount 
of  relief  given  during  the  year. 

Kven  some  of  the  subsidy  houses  and  other  ‘owner- 
occupied”  houses  are  overcrowded  through  the  occupiers  being 
obliged  to  let  part  of  their  houses  as  apartments. 

This  is  an  economic  condition ; and  as  I have  said  in  other 
reports,  it  appears  to  be  a reflection  upon  our  system  that  the 
thrifty  have  to  sufier  in  this  way. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  348  dwellings  on  our 
books  which  were  overcrowded  and  in  calculating  the  extent 
of  overcrowding,  one  must  remember  that  the  standard  laid 
down  in  the  Housing  Acts  is  a low  one. 

The  effect  of  such  conditions  upon  those  who-  have  to  endure 
them,  can  be  better  imagined  than  described,  because  what  may 
happen  amongst  growing  people  of  different  sexes  being  huddled 
together  often  does  not  come  tO'  the  knowledge  of  the  public.

Supplies  are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  frequent  intervals  for 
examination,  and  generally  they  are  up  to  standard. 
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The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  became 
operative  on  1st  June,  1936,  and  one  cannot  help  but  feel  that 
this  important  item  of  food  is  gradually  approaching  some  degree 
of  simplicity. 


It  may  be  of  interest  to  anyone  who*  happens  t0‘  read  this 
report,  that  some  comments  on  milk  as  a food  should  be  written. 


The  intensive  campaign  of  the  last  few  years  to  “drink 
more  milk”  has  been  highly  successful  in  its  purpose  and  some 
millions  of  gallons  more  milk  are  now  consumed  than  there  were 
some  years  agO'. 

The  greater  consumption  of  milk  is  all  to  the  good  and  it 
is  necessary  that  the  consumers  should  know  what  diseases  milk 
can  convey,  and  how  the  consumer  can  be  protected  from  these 
troubles. 


Medical  literature  contains  many  reports  of  the  following 
diseases  having  been  spread  by  milk  which  has  been  contaminated 
(generally  by  liuman  agency)  after  it  has  left  the  cow  ; — 

Scarlet  Fever.  )

Septic  Sore  Throat  is  not  frequent,  but  it  may  be  wide- 
spread as  in  the  Brighton  and  Hove  epidemic  some  years  ago 
when  there  were  over  1,'000  cases  and  60  deaths. 


Undulant  fever  may  be  spread  by  an  infected  cow  and  it 
is  estimated  that  there  are  500  cases  annually  of  this.  Tins  is 
a disease  whose  symptoms  are  vague  and  does  not  result  in 
serious  illness  and  incapacity,  and  is,  therefore,  as  often  as  not 
never  reported. 


Tuberculosis  of  bovine  origin  is  certainly  diminish'ing,  but 
throughout  the  country  there  are  still  1,700  deaths  annually 
and  about  400  fresh  cases  each  year . 


All  this  appears  to  be  a terrible  indictment  against  the 
consumption  of  milk,  particularly  of  milk  in  its  raw  state  yet 
it  is  not  wise  to  be  alarmed  as  the  numbers  quoted  constitute 
a very  small  proportion  of  the  population  of  the  whole  country.

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  is  produced  from  cows  which  are 
free  from  Tuberculosis  and  are  maintained  free,  and  in  order  tO' 
produce  a product  of  the  high  standard  required  by  this  desiig- 
nation,  a high  degree  of  cleanliness  has  to  be  maintained  by  , the 
producer,  that  is,  the  farmer. 

The  milk  conforming  to  this  designation  may  be  regarded 
on  the  whole  as  being  free  from  tubercle,  but  there  is  no  reason 
why  it  should  not  convey  any  of  the  other  diseases  which  milk 
can  convey.  Again,  it  is  all  to  the  good  tha't  a herd  of  cows 
may  be  built  up  free  from  Tuberculosis,  but  this  is  a very 
expensive  procedure  for  the  cowkeeper,  and  it  follows  that  the 
milk  to  the  consumer  is  more  expensive. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised)  is  the  same  milk 
which  has  been  submjitted  to  the  heat  treatment  known  as 
pasteurisation,  and  if  the  milk  should  be  contaminated  by  any- 
thing after  leaving  the  cow,  the  organisms  are  killed  by  the 
process,  and  so'  it  may  be  regarded  as  the  ideal  product  from 
the  point  of  view  of  safety. 


Accredited  Milk  is  much  cleaner  than  much  of  the  ordinary 
supply  and  the  cattle  are  submitted  to  quarterly  veterinary 
inspections  which  do  go  some  way  to  reduce  the  risk  of  tubercle ; 
but  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  there  is  no  requirement  that 
the  cows  are  to  be  kept  free  from  tubercle  as  the  clinical  exam- 
ination required  only  eliminates  definite  recognisable  cases,  and 
the  cow  may  still  be  infected  by  a low  degree  of  tubercle  and 
nO'  doubt  many  of  them  are  so  infected. 


Between  the  examinations  the  animals  may  and  do  become 
infected  and  this  infected  milk  can  be  sold  to  the  public  and 
the  producer  be  quite  unaware  of  it. 


Pasteurised  Milk  is,  according  to  the  requirements,  just  raw 
milk  which  has  been  subjected  to  heat  in  a prescribed  manner. 
The  milk  need  not  necessarily  have  been  produced  at  its  source 
under  the  coaiditions  of  strict  cleanliness  that  the  higher  graded 
niilks  are  produced,  in  fact,  possibly  it  may  contain  quite  a fair 

exposed  if 

the  m?l^k^^^  destroy  any  disease  producing  organisms  in 
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The  objections  raised  against  this  milk  are  that  ; — 

(1)  The  Food  value  of  the  milk  is  diminished. 

It  has  toi  be  admitted  that  to  a certain  extent  this  is  correct, 
but  it  is  SO'  small  in  amount  that  it  becomes  of  no  practical 
significance  and  any  small  loss  .can  easily  be  made  up  by  other 
foods  obtainable  at  a price  within  the  reach  of  everybody. 

(2)  The  taste  of  the  milk  is  slightly  altered  and 

(3)  The  cream  line  is  not  quite  as  definitely  marked  as 
with  unheated  milk. 

Both  objections  are  true,  but  neither  are  worth  making  a 
fuss  and  bother  about  them. 

There  is  a large  body  of  evidence  to  show  that  these 
objections  may  be  disregarded. 

A table  published  by  Sir  William  Savage  in  January,  1938, 
in  “The  Faucet”  indicates  to  what  extent  the  risks  of  infection 
are  removed  by  these  milks.

The  above  table  shows  fairly  conclusively  that  the  milks 
of  choice  are  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  and  “Pasteurised,” 
because  these  are  much  less  likely  to'  convey  infection  than  the 
other  kinds. 

The  sampling  O'f  milk  for  the  discovery  of  the  tubercle 
bacillus  is  such  a lo'iig  process  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  is 
of  any  material  value  to'  protect  the  milk  supply.  For  example 
the  mixed  milk  from  a herd  is  found  to  contain  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  By  a process  of  elimination  through  examining 
the  milk  from  each  individual  CO'W  in  the  herd,  the  infected 
animal  is  disco'vered,  it  is  destroyed — and  the  farmer  compen- 
sated . 


f 
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These  examinations  may  take  4,  5 or  6 weeks  to  carry  out 
and  in  the  meantime,  the  infected  milk  is  being  distributed  to 
the  public. 

Herein  lies  an  anomaly;  because  if  a butcher  sells  the 
tubercular  infected  meat  of  a cow,  he  is  fined,  but  if  the 
tubercular  infected  milk  of  that  cow  is  sold,  there  is  no  fine. 

This  anomalous  position  surely  cannot  be  justified  if  at  the 
same  time  the  owner  resists  measures  such  as  pasteurisation 
that  will  render  the  milk  safe. 

It  should  be  made  an  offence  to  sell  milk  containing  living 
tubercle  bacilli  whether  the  owner  is  aware  of  it  or  not. 

Owing  to  the  rising  consumption  of  milk  at  now  behoves 
local  authorities  to  move  in  such  a manner  that  the  milk-con- 
suming public  will  be  protected  in  the  way  that  we  know  it 
can  be  protected,  and  all  the  milk  supplied  ought  to  be 
pasteurised  whatever  grade  the  milk  may  claim  to  be. 

This  certainly  involves  some  expense  on  the  part  of  those 
selling  milk,  expense  laid  out  on  pasteurising  plants,  but  surely 
this  is  justified  when  it  affects  an  important  article  of  food.

The  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  well  patronised.  The  latter  is 
conducted  according  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  oj  the  Borough  of 

Port  Talbot. 

Mrs.  EDWARDS  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  P'ourth  Ajinual  Report  upon 
the  general  activities  of  your  vSanitary  Services. 

Dtiring  1937  your  services  were  well  maintained  and  it  being 
the  fourth  year  of  your  slum  clearance  programme  we  again 
carried  through  heavy  schemes  involving  the  demolition  of  184 
unfit  houses.  We  have  in  four  years  more  than  doubled  the 
original  programme  of  slum  clearance  intended  for  the  five 
year  scheme  and  although  such  work  has  been  a strain  upon 
your  officers,  it  has  not  been  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  other 
multifarious  duties  of  the  department. 

The  coming  into  operation  during  the  year  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  resulted  in  the  scrapping  of  all  miscellaneous 
standard  documents  and  notices  and  re-stocking  the  department 
vith  up-to-date  forms,  etc.  Our  methods  of  procedure  had 
also  to  be  reviewed  and  revised.  New  bye-laws  for  working 
class  houses  based  on  the  Ministry,  of  Health  Model  Series 
XIII  also  became  operative  and  their  application  is  proving 
fairly  effective. 
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I have  again  to  thank  Conncil  and  officials  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  Municipal  Services  for  the  full  measure  of 
support  accorded  me  during  the  year.  I have  also  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  very  efficient  and  conscientious  manner  in  which 
members  of  my  staff  are  discharging  their  onerous  duties.

Observations  upon  the  Inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  1937. 

Housing  Inspections  and  Re-Inspections. 

The  inspection  of  dwellinghouses  for  general  nuisances  and 
their  fitness  for  habitation  is  a duty  which  takes  a considerab 
amount  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  time  and  attention. 

The  miscellaneous  defects  which  constitute 
the  Pulffic  Health  Acts  are  dealt  with  as  such.  Other  matters 
discovered  are  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  by  - 
laws  made  in  respect  to  working-class  houses ,_  whereas  houses 
which  are  in  such,  a defective  structural  condit™  “ 

onnsiderablv  below  the  general  standard  of  working  class 
houses  are  transferred  to  the  Housing  Inspector  for  treatment 
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Linder  the  provisions  of  the  Housing"  Acts.  The  activities  of 
the  Housing  Inspector  are  dealt  with  in  a special  repoi't  on 
Slum  Clearance. 

During  the  year  under  review  a large  number  of  new  houses 
have  been  erected  within  the  Borough  both  by  Ciouncil  and 
private  enterprise  yet  there  is  still  a shortage  of  suitable  houses 
for  working-class  families  whO',  due  to'  small  wages,  are  unable 
to  pay  the  big  rents  often  demanded  for  private  houses  which 
have  a degree  of  comfort  and  provide  the  very  necessary 
do'inestic  facilities  and  conveniences  which  should  be  enjoyed 
by  a wo'rking-class  family. 

As  a result  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  the  Surveyors’ 
Department  and  the  type  of  Imilder  operating  in  our  local 
building  trade  the  standard  of  houses  erected  is  indeed  a very 
high  and  commendable  one,  but  I have  still  to  draw  the  attention 
of  Council  to  the  necessity  of  serious  consideration  being  given 
to  the  quality  of  damp-proof  co'Urses  provided,  which  although 
co'inplying  with  our  bye-laws  is  often  far  from  satisfactory  and 
in  some  cases  totally  unsuitable.  Tine  time  is  long  overdue  for 
the  Council  to  consider  abso'  the  making  of  a new  code  of 
regulations  to>  govern  and  standardize  plumbing  work  through 
the  area. 

During  the  year  considerable  attention  was  given  to  houses 
in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough  and  particularly  those  of 
the  type  enjoyed  by  the  agricultural  labourer.  I must  say  that, 
generally  speaking,  these  are  the  only  serious  blot  on  our 
housing  conditions.  The  majority  are  of  the  thatched  cottage 
type — the  roofs  of  which,  if  they  do  not  lealq,  become  in  udnter, 
half  sodden  sponges  of  rotting  straw  exhaling  odours  of  mildew! 
^ere  is  serious  rising  and  general  dampness,  low  headroom, 
inadequate  light  and  ventilation  and  their  general  sanitary 
standard  is  what  \yas  enjoyed  by  the  ignorant  peasantry  of  the 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries.  In  this,  the  twentieth 
century,  their  roniantic  picturesqueness  is  no  justification  for 
their  continued  existence  for  they  are  a real  social  disgi'ace  and 
their  use  for  habitation  shoul'd  not  be  tolerated. 

The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  was 
9,453. 

Structural  Defects. 


When  the  structural  defects  of  ho'Uses  are  such  that  they 
can  be  classified  as  nuisances  injurious  to  health  the  nuisance 
clauses  of  the  Public  Health  A'cts  are  utilized  for  their  abate- 
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ment.  This  procedure  for  the  repair  of  houses  is,  in  my 
opinion,  less  involved  and,  inasmuch  as  the  ultimate  remedy 
is  an  Order  of  Court  for  Abatement  with  costs,  and  possibly 
penalties,  the  work  of  preparing  specificationsi,  price  lists, 
tendering  and  financial  commitments  on  the  part  of  the  Council 
are  all  avoided.  When  work  has  to.  be  carried  out  by  the 
Council  in  default  of  owners,  in  many  cases,  considerable 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  respect  of  the  recovery  of  the  costs 
expended.  Therefore,  it  will  be  appreciated  that  every  effort 
is  made  to  avoid  financial  commitments  by  adopting  such 
methods  of  procedure  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  house 
proi:)crties  as  will  avoid  the  spending  of  Council  money  in  order 
tO'  carry  out  the  necessary  work. 

Altho'Ugh  we  were  obliged  to  institute  proceedings  in  some 
cases  during  1937,  the  majority  of  house  owners  readily  coni 
plied  with  the  requirements  of  our  no'tices  and  a substantial 
amount  of  remedial  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  nuisances  found  and  classified  as  structural 
defects  was  189  and  foi*  their  abatement  189  Informal  and  128 
Statutory  Notices  were  served.  Tire  number  of  visits  made 
for  the  purpose  was  1,593.  Tlie  following  is  a list  of  work 
carried  out  during  the  year  ; —

adjusted,  88  roofs  repaired,  10  weatherboards  renewed,  timbers 
to  one  roof  renewed,  2 new  flashings  provided,  16  chimneys 
repaired,  14  new  shoots  fixed,  40  shoots  repaired,  9 new  down- 
spouts provided,  25  downpipes  repaired,  42  ceilings  repaired, 
19  skirtingboards  repaired,  5 new'  ovens  fixed,  3 handrails  to 
stairs  provided,  2 staircases  reconstructed,  5 staircases  repaired, 
3 mantlepieces  made  secure,  1 hearth  relaid,  1 bannister  repaired, 
13  coppers  repaired,  169  walls  replastered,  101  walls  made  damp- 
proof,  2 external  walls  cement  rendered,  1_  pine-end  wall  cemeiu 
rendered,  6 w^alls  repaired,  3 w^alls  rebuilt,  5 boundary  w^alls 
made  good,  7 pantries  provided,  1 coalhouse  structure  rebuilt, 
1 coalhouse  structure  repaired,  2 dry  areas  formed,  1 sepal a- 
tioii  of  bedrooms  provided,  1 door  lock  adjusted. 


Foul  Conditions. 

These  nuisances  are  many  and  varied,  but  generally  include 
blocked  drains  and  cesspools,  foul  and  dirty  houses,  foul 
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gutters,  ditches  and  other  offensive  conditions.  During  the 
year  102  nuisances  under  this  head  were  discovered,  for  the 
abatement  of  which  lOS  Informal  and  13  Statutory  Notices  were 
served.  A total  of  256  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose 
and  the  following  works  carried  out : — 

72  blocked  drains  cleared,  1 foul  ditch  cleared,  1 filthy 
premises  cleansed,  1 sewer  cleared,  2 foul  smells  abated. 

Disinfestation  of  Foup  and  Verminous  Houses. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupier  to  maintain  a 
dvvellinghouse  free  from  vermin  and  therefore  the  disinfestation 
of  dwellinghouses  is  not  undertaken  by  the  Council  except  in 
such  cases  where  a council  house  on  becoming  vacant,  is  dis- 
covered to  be  verminous.  It  is  now,  however,  the  practice  to 
supply  occupiers  and  owners  with  material  to  disinfest  their 
properties  and  alsO'  provide  them  with  what  technical  advice  and 
assistance  may  be  required.  In  cases  where  vermin  are  dis- 
covered as  a result  of  inspections,  notices  are  served  and  the 
cases  are  followed  up  until  there  is  complete  eradication  of  the 
vermin. 

During  the  year  a quantity  of  infested  furniture  was  taken 
possession  of  by  the  Council  and  destroyed  by  fire.  We  have 
experimented  with  several  liquids  and  fumigants  in  order  to 
test  their  efficiency  for  the  treatment  of  vermin.  In  no'  case 
can  we  guarantee  a hundred  per  cent,  kill  except  with  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  Gas  which  is  so  toxic  and  extremely  dangerous  that 
it  is  only  used  to  fumigate  furniture  during  removals  from  unfit 
houses  to  new  Corporation  estates.  The  material  used  and 
supplieci  to  householders  is  sulphur  and  a liquid  known  as 
‘'Zaldecide.” 

During  the  year  11  houses  were  discovered  to  be  infested. 
11  notices  were  served  and  in  all  cases  they  were  successfully 
cleansed  of  vermin.  The  whole  of  the  furniture  of  the  people 
lemoved  from  unfit  houses  to'  24  new  houses  at  Margam  and 
43  new  houses  at  Aberavon  was  disinfested  with  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  Gas  and  the  bedding  steam  disinfected.  The  number 
of  inspections  made  during  the  year  was  1,122. 

Overcrowding. 

A check  of  all  cases  recorded  as  being  on  the  minimum  legal 
space  was  made  during  1937  together  with  a re-check  of  our 
overcrowded  cases.  All  cases  of  overcrowding  coming  to  our 
notice  during  the  year  were  also  recorded  and  as  a result,  we 
are  able  to  compile  a record  of  overcrowding  statistics  as  thev 
apply  to  the  respective  Wards  of  the  Borough.

An  examination  of  tlie  above  figures  shows  a decrease  in 
our  overcrowding,  but  this  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  (K)  houses  were  let  to  relieve  overcrowding  in  Aberavon 
during  1937  and,  of  course,  there  may  be  additional  cases  Oi 
overcrowding  not  discovered  by  your  Inspectors  during  the  year 
and  which,  therefore,  cannot  be  recorded.  It  is,  however, 
obvious  that  l^efoi'e  we  can  very  substantially  reduce  our  figures 
to'  a satisfactory  level  a large  numloer  of  small  houses  must  yet 
be  built.  Approval  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  our  application  to  erect  348  houses  required  as  a 
result  of  the  Overcrowding  Survey,  and  a suggestion  co'ntained 
in  such  approval  that  we  should  commence  by  the  erection  of 
150'  houses  has  been  agreed  to  by  Council,  and  I understand 
that  the  necessary  information  in  respect  of  these  150  houses 
has  now  been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

As  a result  of  enquiries  made  during  O'ur  overcro'wding 
investigations  I have  been  struck  by  a new  feature  that  will 
soo'iier  or  later  become  a problem.  A number  of  overcrowding 
cases  are  people  who  have  come  from  other  areas  during  recent 
years.  This  is  a factor  that  will  increase  rather  than  diminish, 
as  Avhilst  not  too  prosperous  O'urselves,  we  are  on  the  edge^  of 
what  are  rapidly  becoming  derelict  areas  and  it  is  a temptation 
for  people  to  wine  here  and  even  tolerate  overcro'wded  con- 
ditions if  prospects  of  emplo'yment  arise.  Where  cases  of 
overcrowding  have  arisen  sO'  as  to'  constitute  an  offence  a notice 
under  section  59  (5)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  has  been  served 
upon  the  owners  of  the  prO'perties  concerned  to'  take  steps  to 
abate  the  overcrowding  and  this  course  has  so  far  produced 
successful  results. 

The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  was 
1,512.  Tlie  number  of  overcrowded  ca.ses  found  being  50  and 
the  number  abated  during  the  same  period  was  226. 
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SCHOOI^S. 

The  sanitary  ai'rangemeiits  of  our  schools  are  fairly  well 
supervised  and  kept.  The  Director  of  Education  has  given 
very  prompt  attention  to  any  request  to  abate  minor  nuisances 
that  have  from  time  to  time  arisen.  No  serious  complaint 
can  be  a,ssociated  with  the  arrangements,  yet  one  feels  that  the 
standard  of  our  sanitary  fittings  is  a very  poor  one  indeed. 
With  the  exception  of  Pontrhydyfen  and  Groes  schools,  all 
drains  and  W.C’s.  are  connected  to  our  sewers.  With  the 
construction  of  a new  se\ver  at  Oakwoo'd,,  the  PPntrhydyfen 
schools  will  be  connected  during  the  present  year.  The  number 
of  visits  made  toi  our  schools  during  1937  was  41  and  for  the 
abatement  of  six  nuisances  discovered,  the  following  works  were 
carried  out ; — ■ 

1 urinal  cleansed,  G W.C.  pans  cleansed,  2 ventilation 
grids  provided  in  main  walls,  1 flushing  tank  repaired. 

PiGSTYES  AND  SwiNE  KEEPING. 

There  were  no  nuisances  from  pig  keeping  recorded  during 
the  year. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  of  pig  keeping  premises 
in  various  parts  of  the  Borough  being  9 during  the  year. 

Ashpits,  Privies  and  Cesspools. 

During  the  year  28  inspections  were  made.  Tliree 
nuisances  were  discovered  and  abated  as  the  result  of  informal 
action.  A number  of  houses  at  Cumiavon  are  still  served  by 
privies  and  are  drained  to  cesspools,  but  will  be  provided  with 
water  closets  and  be  connected  to  the  Council  mains 
immediately  the  question  of  lease  reversion  has  been  settled  in 
that  area.  All  other  houses  throughout  the  Borough  that  aie 
within  reasonable  distance  of  the  sewer  have  been  connected 
with  same  and  enjoy  water  closets.  The  obsolete  and  in- 
sanitary settling  tanks  at  Ynysygwas  and  Oak  wood  are  now 
being  abolished  as  a result  of  the  construction  of  the  sew^ers 
from  these  areas  to  the  Glyncorrwg  main  trunk  sewer  which 
passes  do'wn  the  Afan  Valley  to  the  sea.  Tfvo'  privies  Avere 
cleansed  and  one  cesspool  cleaned  out  as  a result  of  action 
by  your  officers. 

Stables,  Refuse  and  Manure. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  during  1937  w'as  86.  Four 
nuisances  were  discovered  and  four  informal  notices  served  for

their  abatement.  The  work  done  during  the  year  under  this 
head  was  as  follows: — 6 accumulations  of  rubbish  removed,  1 
stable  demolished,  1 stable  cleansed. 

More  attention  is  now  given  our  refuse  tips  and  as  a result, 
they  are  much  cleaner  and  do  not  give  rise  to'  the  complaints 
experienced  in  previous  years.  It  must  not  be  inferred,  how- 
ever, that  all  is  well,  for  even  the  present  methods  do  not 
compare  with  the  Bradford  System  of  di.sposal  which  is  so 
admirably  suited  for  this  area  w^here  there  is  so  much  Icuv  lying 
land  which  could  be  filled  in  and  covered  without  any  nuisance 
arising. 

Carts  and  freighters  still  pass  through  O'Ur  main  streets  with 
collected  refuse  uncovered.  This  is  a subject  of  considerable 
public  comment  and  is  certainly  a reproach  in  a modern  town- 
ship. 


It  is  regrettable  that  in  some  parts  of  the  Borough  house- 
holders still  stoop  to  the  foul  practice  of  disposing  domestic 
refuse  in  back  lanes,  open  spaces  and  river  banks.  Every  effort 
is  made  by  the  cleansing  services  of  the  Borough  to  maintain 
the  area  clean  and  tidj'^  and  it  is  certainly  discouraging  to  find 
that  within  an  hour  or  so  of  cleansing  a lane  and  removing  all 
refuse,  new  deposits  have  been  indiscriminately  thrown,  by 
negligent  and  indolent  persons.  Ample  warnings  have  been 
issued  and  the  time  is  long  overdue  when  these  people  should 
be  made  to'  realise  the  seriousness  of  the  commission  of  public 
health  nuisances  and  the  wdlful  abuse  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  Council.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  not  until  the  Refuse 
Collecting  Byelaw's  are  rigidly  enforced,  foUow^ed  by  prosecu- 
tions, wdll  we  succeed  in  preventing  this  objectionable  practice. 

Animals  Imprope!RLy  Kept. 

Nuisances  under  this  head  are  those  arising  from  the 
improper  keeping  of  poultry,  pigeons  and  various  domestic 
animals.  During  the  year  six  inspections  were  made  and  tw'O 
nuisances  discovered,  for  the  abatement  of  which  twO'  informal 
notices  w^ere  served.  The  followdng  w^orks  were  earned  out 
during  the  year  in  response  to  the  action  of  your  officers  : — 

2 cases  of  poultry  remo\^ed  to  at  least  20  feet  from  house. 
Other  Nuisances. 

Tliese  are  of  a miscellaneous  character  and  include  such 
matters  as  the  improper  or  illegal  occupation  of  tents,  vans. 
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sheds  and  other  structures,  smoke  nuisances,  oil  pollution  of 
the  foreshore  and  nuisances  caused  by  rats,  etc.  During  the 
year  167  inspections  were  made  and  19  nuisances  discovered, 
for  the  abatement  of  which  19  infoinnal  notices  and  G statutory 
notices  were  served.  The  following  works  being  carried  out  : — 

12  gipsy  vans  removed,  9 cases  of  smoke  nuisances  from 
domestic  chimneys  were  abated,  9 rat  nuisances  abated. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  Other  Structures. 

There  were  no  encampments  on  the  Aberavon  and  Baglan 
beaches  during  1937.  In  some  isolated  cases,  tents  were 
pitched  contrary  to  the  byelaws,  but  were  removed  upon  the 
administration  of  a warning.  As  a result,  the  whole  warren 
from  Aberavon  to  Baglan  remained  in  a clean  and  tidy  con 
dition  throughout  the  Summer.  During  the  month  of  August 
a family  ejected  from  a dwellinghouse  in  .the  town  were  found 
to  be  dwelling  in  a tent  on  the  warren.  The  institution  of 
legal  proceedings  would  serve  no  purpose,  but  when  on  a visit 
after  heavy  rain  I found  the  clothes  of  the  children  wet  to  their 
skins,  I made  immediate  arrangements  for  tlieir  removal  to-  an 
institution  and  had-  the  tent  removed. 

Atmospheric  SIvtoke  and  Grit  Poulution. 

With  the  possible  exception  of  a fe^v  isolated  periods  the 
atmosphere  of  Port  Talbot  has  been  remarkably  clean,.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  our  industries  are  situated  between 
the  Town  and  the  sea,  and  the  prevailing  winds  are  from  the 
direction  of  the  sea.  However,  the  action  taken  during  the 
previous  year  appears  to  be  justified  and  I must  pay  tribute  to 
the  response  of  the  management  of  the  various  industrial 
concerns  to  our  request  to  adopt  methods  and  practices  that 
would  obviate  or  keep  within  practical  limits  the  emission  of 
smoke  and  grit  into  the  atmosphere. 


Oil  Pollution  op  Foreshore. 

Tliough  one  is  aware  of  the  quantity  of  oil  carried  out  to 
the  sea  by  the  river  Afan  and  the  pollution  of  the  Channel  by 
ships,  there  was  no  evidence  of  pollution  of  the  foreshore  during 
1937  that  would  justify  complaint  or  action. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

This  is  an  Act  to  be  enforced  by  the  County  Council,  but 
powers  of  administration  were  delegated  to  this  Authority  by

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the  Glamorgan  County  Council  in  March,  1920.  Upon 
complaint  and  at  other  irregular  intervals  premises  are  inspected 
for  rat  infestation.  River  banks,  refuse  dumps  and  other 
affected  or  suspected  areas  are  from  time  tO’  time  treated  witli 
poison  baits  and  we  have  reason  to  believe,  with  fairly  success- 
ful results.  It  is,  how'ever,  not  generally  appreciated  that  the 
duty  of  keeping  lands  and  premises  free  from  rats  and  mice 
falls  upon  the  occupier  and  it  is  remarkable  how  often  in  the 
case  of  investigated  complaints  the  occupier  himself  is  found 
tO’  be  responsible  for  the  infestation  by  the  indiscriminate 
disposal  of  feeding  material  or  by  contributing  to  the  other 
concTitions  that  attract  rats.  The  laying  of  rat  bait  is  one  that 
has  tO'  be  very  carefully  controlled  as  the  poisonous  effect  on 
(.iomestic  animals  and  human  beings  could  involve  the  Council 
in  substantial  claims  for  compensation. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  numlx'i  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  production,  storage,  distribution  and 
exposure  for  sale  of  meat  and  various  foods  was  1,512.  The 
general  standard  of  the  food  supply  of  this  Borough  is  very  good 
and  satisfactory  and  I have  to  coinmend  the  concern  and  interest 
shown  by  a large  number  of  traders  in  this  Broough  tO'  the 
purity  and  quality  of  the  food  they  expose  for  sale.

5 hindquarters  of  beef;  miscellaneous  joints  of  beef  weighing 
603  lbs.;  133  sheep  livers;  42  sheep  lungs;  16  sheep  hearts ; 6 
sheep  spleens ; 1 leg  of  mutton ; 97  pigs  heads ; 32^  pigs  livers ; 
12  pigs  lungs;  5 pigs  hearts;  3 pigs  kidneys;  joints  of  pork 
weighing  45  lbs.;  2 turkeys;  2 chickens;  70  lbs.  of  megrim; 
36  lbs.  of  haddock;  42  lbs.  of  kippered  herrings;  112  ll>s  of 
hake ; 42  lbs.  of  filleted  haddock ; 25  cwds.  of  onions. 

Ice  Cream. 

Tliere  is  a gradual  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of 
premises  used  for  the  production  of  ice  cream.  The  only  legal 
control  that  can  be  exercised  over  such  premises  is  the  very 
inadequate  provisions  of  Section  72'  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
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1925.  I have  to  repeat  what  I have  stated  in  previous  reports 
that  the  cx>mpulsory  registration  of  such  premises  is  the  only 
solution  of  our  difficulty.  Such  a course  has  every  possibility 
of  being  implemented  for  compulsory  registration  is  now  pro- 
vided for  in  the  new  Food  Bill  passing  through  Parliament. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  and  the  Order 

MADE  THEREUNDER  AND  KNOWN  AS  THE  MiLK  (SPECIAL 
Designations)  Order,  1936,  Milk  and  Dairies  (Con- 
solidation) Act,  1915  and  the  Order  made  there- 
under AND  KNOWN  AS  THE  MiLK  AND  DAIRIES  OrDER, 
1926. 

I regret  that  several  farms  still  fall  short  of  the  standard 
required  by  legislation.  Cbntinued  attention  is  being  given 
to  the  farms  that  appear  to  lag  behind  in  this  respect  and  quite 
a number  have  been  brought  intO'  line.  When  unsatisfactory 
features  were  discovered  to  be  associated  with  any  particular 
milk  supply,  a sample  of  such  milk  was  often  taken  and  an 
unsatisfactory  result,  followed  by  a notification  to  tlie  farmer 
would  lend  force  tO'  any  of  our  efemands  for  improvement. 
From  a casual  glance  of  the  results  of  milk  sampling  during  the 
year,  one  may  conclude  that  a ixior  standard  exists,  but  it  must 
be  realised  that  sampling  was  carried  out  with  an  object  of 
proving  and  enforcing  very  necessary  improvements  at  some  of 
our  farms.  The  general  standard  of  our  local  milk  supply  is  a 
very  good  one  and  one  has  tO’  congratulate  the  very  serious  and 
sincere  effort  made  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  purity. 

During  the  year  and  as  a result  of  the  condemnation  of  a 
bullock  and  heifer  at  a local  slaughterhouse  a request  was  made 
to  the  County  Authority  for  an  examination  of  the  cows  at  a 
farm  in  the  Margam  area.  This  examination  proved  negative 
and  a further  request  was  made  for  a pathological  examination 
of  a sample  of  milk  which  we  sent  to  the  Cardiff  and  County 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  taken  at  this  farm.  This 
eventually  proved  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis.  A further 
examination  of  the  whole  of  the  stock  was  immediately  made 
and  a cow  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis  was  forthwith 
eliminated  and  destroyed.

Slaughterhouses  . 

We  still  have  eight  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The 
general  condition  of  these  properties  has  already  been  reported 
upon  and  I regret  having  again  to  point  out  that  matters  are 
getting  progressively  worse.  The  general  structural  conditions 
are*  unsatisfactory,  the  facilities  for  slaughtering,  etc.,  obsolete 
and  efficient  meat  inspection  is  difficult  and  sometimes  im- 
possible. During  the  year  the  Council  has  again  made  an 
effort  to  proceed  with  the  provision  of  a public  abattoir  for  the 
Borough  and  a site  in  the  Duffryn  Valley,  near  the  old  Celluloid 
Works  has  now  been  selected  and  the  Toum  Clerk  is  at  present 
negotiating  for  its  purchase. 

During  the  year  1,031  visits  of  inspection  were  made  tO‘ 
slaughterhouses,  many  of  these  being  made  during  the  evening, 
early  morning  and  even  on  Sundays. 

Public  Health  (Meat  Regulations,  1924).  Notification  of 
Slaughter  and  Presence  of  Diseased  Meat. 

The  requirements  of  these  regulations  were  well  observed 
during  the  year.  These  regulations  are  not  so  effective  as  one 
would  desire,  uiasmach  as  our  slaughterhouses  are  scattered  and 
the  only  solution  is  centralization. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1938. 

All  slaughtermen  are  now  licenced  ; no  licence  being  .granted 
unless  the  Council  are  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  a fit  and 
proper  person  tO'  function  as  a slaughterman. 

There  are  at  present  23  licenced  slaughtermen  on  our 
registers  and  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act, 
1933  is  carried  out  by  these  men  in  a very  good  spirit. 

Water  Supply. 


During  the  year  133  visits  were  made  to  various  parts  of 
the  Borough  in  connection  with  our  water  supplies.  42 
nuisances  were  discovered,  for  the  abatement  of  which  42 
informal  and  22  statutory  notices  were  served.  The  several 
samples  of  water  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  exam- 
ination are  reported  upon  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

During  the  year  the  following  work  was  carried  out  in 
response  to  the  request  of  your  Inspectors; — 4G  new  water 
supplies  connected  to  W.C.  tanks;  7 water  supplies  relaid;  16 
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water  supplies  repaired ; 3 hot  water  supplies  restored ; 2 taps 
adjusted  to  prevent  waste  of  water  j 1 water  boiler  provided  ■ 

1 water  service  pipe  extended. 

Dr.ains,  Yards  and  W.C’s. 

During  1937  the  number  of  inspections  under  this  head 
was  1,677.  As  a result  of  these  inspections  147  nuisances  were 
discovered,  for  the  abatement  of  which  147  infonnal  notices  and 
79  statutory  notices  were  served.  Tlie  work  carried  out  during 
the  year  being  as  follows  : —

dished;  9 new  waste  pipes  provided;  1 sewer  repaired;  1 waste 
pipe  lengthened  ; 1 four  inch  gully  fixed ; 1 new  grid  to  gully 
fixed;  15  W.C.  fittings  repaired;  9 new  W.C.  seats  fixed;  13 
W.C.  seats  repaired;  3 new  W.C.  doors  provided;  8 W.C.  doors 
repaired;  4 W.C.  door  frames  repaired;  1 W.C.  door  rehung; 
1 lock  fixed  to  W.C. ; 2 W.C.  steps  repaired ; 2 new  W.C.  door 
frames  provided;  1 W.C.  wall  made  damp-proof;  6 W.C.  walls 
replastered ; 1 urinal  provided ; 5 overflows  to  W.C.  tanks 

adjusted  ; 1 new  soil  pipe  fixed ; 18  yards  relaid ; 12  yards  re- 
paired , 5 W.C.  floors  relaid. 

A new  system  of  sewers  has  l>een  laid  at  the  Oakwood  and 
Ynysygwas  areas  but  have  not  yet  been  linked  up  with  the 
Glyncorrwg  sewer.  Immediately  this  is  done  the  serious 
nuisances  existing  at  these  areas  and  which  have  already  been 
reix>rtecl  upon  will  be  finally  abated. 

Infectious  Disease. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  within  the  Borough 
are  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  investigation.  All 
particulars  are  recorded  and  every  enquiry  made  to  ascertain  the 
source  so  as  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
If  there  is  inadequate  i.solation  at  the  home  the  case  is  removed 
to  hospital.  Immediately  following  temoval  to  hospital  or  in 
the  case  of  a patient  being  treated  at  home,  immediately  follow- 
ing recovery,  the  room,  bedding  and  clothing  are  disinfected. 
During  the  year  183  rooms,  183  lots  of  bedding  and  over  50 
library  books  were  disinfected.

The  number  of  visits  made  in  connection  with 
infectious  disease  and  disinfection  being  251.

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Ehiring  the  latter  part  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  scarlet 
fever  occurred  at  the  village  of  Bryn.  Whatever  may  have 
contributed  to  the  spread  of  infection  investigation  proved  that 
many  children  were  unnecessarily  infected  by  contact  with  othei 
infectious  cases.  Parents  have  yet  to  appreciate  the  necessity 
for  the  protection  of  themselves  and  children  by  refraining  from 
visiting  houses  of  neighbours  and  relatives  during  epidemics 
of  infectious  disease. 

The  diseases  that  received  our  attention  during  the  year, 
together  with  their  distribution  into  Wards  were  as  follows:  —

Typhoid  Fever. 

As  a result  of  blood  tests,  two  carrier  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  were  discovered  in  the  IMargam  Central  Ward  and 
immediately  removed  to  hospital.  Rigid  preventative  measures 
were  enforced  and  I am  very  happy  to  report  that  no  additional 
cases  resulted.  From  investigations  carried  out,  we  were  un- 
able to  tiace  this  infection  to'  any  food  supplies,  but  had  every 
reason  to'  believe  that  they  wei'e  contact  cases. 

Common  Rodging  Houses. 

The  number  of  lodging  houses  are  being  gradually  reduced 
and  at  the  present  time  there  are  only  three  lodging  houses  in 
the  Boiough,  and  even  now  there  is  ample  accommodation.  As 
a result  of  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  which 
came  into  operation  during  the  year,  registration  is  now  on  an 
annual  basis  and  this  makes  for  more  effective  control.  During 
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the  year  51  inspections  were  made,  one  nuisance  was  found 
and  in  response  to  the  notice  served,  the  following  work  was 
carried  out  : — ^Yards  and  channels  relaid  in  concrete;  walls 
repaired;  sanitary  arrangements  cleansed  and  repaired;  flushing 
tanks  repaired ; fire  escape  repaired ; ix>sition  of  food  stores  re- 
arranged ; plastering  of  internal  walls  repaired ; walls  coloured ; 
windows  repaired ; foul  bedding  removed  and  destroyed ; rooms 
disinfested. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

We  have  two  seamen’s  lodging  houses  which  are  licenced 
annually.  We  are  now  reaping  the  advantages  of  the  rigid 
supervision  exercised  in  previous  years  and  your  officers  are 
not  given  a moments  anxiety  at  these  premises.  Both  houses 
are  well  maintained  and  commendably  controlled  by  the  persons 
in  charge.  The  byelaws  controlling  the  lodging  of  seamen  and 
made  in  1907  are  really  out  of  date  and  the  time  is  overdue  for 
a new  Order  in  Council  prohibiting  tlie  keeping  of  seamen  in 
private  houses  and  the  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trade  of  a new 
code  of  Byelaws.  Tlie  numl>er  of  inspections  made  during 
the  year  was  31,  several  of  these  being  made  during  the  evening 
or  at  week-ends.

Offensive  Trades. 

The  offensive  trades  registered  in  this  Borough  are  those  of 
fish  frying,  rag  and  bone  collecting  stores,  gut  scraping  premises 
and  fat  melting. 

Within  three  years  from  October,  1037,  fish  frying  wdl 
cease  to  lx.’  an  offensive  trade  within  this  Borough  inasmuch  as 
same  is  not  included  in  the  offensive  trades  clauses  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  and  it  is  not  the  intention  of  Council  to'  apply 
for  a special  order  for  its  continuance  as  an  offensive  trade 
but  the  provisions  of  the  To'wn  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
1932,  are  to'  be  implemented  so  as  to'  exercise  essential  control 
and  joint  reports  will  be  submitted  tO'  the  Council  by  the 
SurveyO'r  and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspectoi-  when  and  as  oiffensive 
trades  are  established  within  the  Borough. 

During  1937,  80  inspections  were  made  of  such  premises. 
The  number  of  nuisances  being  two,  for  the  abatement  of  which 
twO'  informal  notices  were  served. 

The  following  works  were  carried  out  : — 1 separate  premises 
pro'vided  for  cleaning  of  potatoes  on  fish  frying  premises;  2 
potato'  preparing  premises  limewashed. 

Cinemas. 

Although  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  cinemas  are  in- 
spected prior  to  the  annual  licencing  period,  visits  are  made  at 
irregular  intervals.  With  the  erection  of  new  cinemas  the 
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standard  of  fittings  and  arrangements  is  progressively  improving 
and  it  is  made  easier  for  your  Inspectors  to  demand  a better 
standard  in  the  older  premises.  The  arrangements  of  the 
“Capitol”  Cinema  are  not  all  one  would  desire,  but  in  view  of 
the  contemplated  rebuilding  scheme,  no  action  is  at  present 
being  taken. 

During  the  year  20  inspections  were  made  of  our  cinemas. 


Tenements. 

New  byelaws  following  the  Ministry  of  Health  Model  Series 
XIII  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  1937 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  are  being  enforced  in 
respect  of  tenement  buildings.  These  habitations  are  invariably 
a few  rooins  above  shops  or  business  premises  and  if  occupied 
by  only  one  family  the  tenement  building  byelaws  could'  not 
be  enforced.  Now  that  the  new  byelaws  are  being  found 
effective  and  our  slum  clearance  activities  are  about  tO'  decrease, 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to  obtain  a generally  improved  standard 
for  these  habitations. 

During  the  year  41  visits  were  made  to'  such  premises.  Two 
nuisances  were  discovered.  Two  informal  and  tw'o  statutory 
notices  wei-e  served  and  the  following  work  carried  out  : — 1 
sink  waste  pipe  cleared ; floor  repaired ; ceiling  plastering  re- 
paired; roof  repaired.

Slum  Clearance  Schemes.  Fourth  Year 
(1937)  Programme. 


The  fourth  year  programme  was  a very  extensive  and 
ambitious  one  and  was  carried,  through  very  successfully,  only 
one  house  being  finally  excluded  from  an  arranged  schedule 
of  185  unfit  houses. 

During  March,  1937,  the  whole  of  the  preliminary  procedure 
had  been  carried  through  in  respect  of  44  Individual  unfit 
houses,  and  43  Demolitio’ii  Orders  were  made  and  one  Under- 
taking to  close  for  habitation  was  accepted.  An  appeal  to  the 
County  Court  was  later  made  in  respect  of  three  Demolition 
Oideis  and  Undertakings  to'  close  substituted.  There  were  no 
costs  involved  against  the  Corporation  inasmuch  as  these  Under- 
takings would  have  been  accepted  if  they  had  previously  been 
made.  Later  in  the  year  six  Undertakings  to  close  the  Frowen 
Flats  were  accepted.  These  flats  have  now  been  closed  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Council  passed  in  January, 


Seven  Undertakings  to'  recondition  properties  were  accepted 
and  cairied  out  during  the  year.  In  addition  the  recondition- 
ing of  over  90^  properties  was  completed  during  1937  and  during 
the  last  four  years  we  have  reconditioned  over  119  houses  undor 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts. 


Ten  unfit  areas  were  scheduled  for  clearance  and  havim*
